REMARKS 

Preliminarily, Applicants respectfully request the Examiner to acknowledge and accept 
the formal drawings filed on November 25, 2003 (two (2) sheets, Figs. 1-2), 

Claims 1, 3, 7 and 8 have been amended herewith. Upon entry of the above amendment, 
Claims 1-13 will be all the claims pending in the application. 

In Claims 1 and 3, at line 6 of each, the phrase "at least one" has been deleted and 
replaced with "an." In Claim 7, at line 2, the phrase "at least one" has been deleted "a." In 
Claim 8, at line 2, the phrase "and/or" has been deleted and replaced with "or." 

Response to the Rejection of Claims 1-9 under 35 U.S.C.§ 112 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, as allegedly failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. It is asserted that the claims contain subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventors, at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. It is specifically asserted that the specification does not support the 
recitation "at least one organic sulfur," i.e., more than one organic sulfur, as recited in Claims 1, 
3, 7 and 8. 

Applicants' Response 
As indicated above, Claims 1, 3, 7 and 8 have been amended to recite that the presently 
claimed compound comprises an organic sulfur . Thus, it is respectfully submitted that 
Claims 1-9 are in compliance with 35 U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph. 
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In view of the above, reconsideration and allowance of this application are now believed 
to be in order, and such actions are hereby solicited. If any points remain in issue which the 
Examiner feels may be best resolved through a personal or telephone interview, the Examiner is 
kindly requested to contact the undersigned at the telephone number listed below.
